Alterations of Code Awakens Coaches
to Possibilities of the Wide Open

Game; Smashes Reserved for
the Final Gain.

(Special to The Republican.)
CHICAGO, 111., Sept. 21. When the

whistle blows for the 'first kick-of- f of
the season on any one of the thousand
and one football fields, both the play-
ers and the spectators will realize that
a new game is before them. Perhaps
it is the latter important element of
the gridiron population that will have
this fact borne in upon them the
strongest, for the youths who pursued
the pigskin last fall were awakened to
the possibilities of the newest football
as the season closed. There wasn't
time then to take advantage of the
eleventh hour knowledge. Therefore
the coaches and the players stored it up
in their brain files and now they are
ready and anxious to blow the summer
dust off and demonstrate what they
know to be possible.

Football is opening up to an extent
that wasn't dreamed of 10 years ago.
Even when the f rward pass went into
efteet 'way back in 1903 no one on field
or side lines would have admitted that
there was a chance for the line plung
ing form of attack to be shelved. But
that is practically what has been done,
when the rules of 1912 were changed,
and now with the 1913 regulations in
force the changes, though minor, have
helped the good work still further.

Battering Ram of Value.
Now that the stirring smash of

squads of husky men wiil be done away
with entirely; battering ram tactics
are still of incalculable value in many
cases, but the coaches agree that the

'time and place for such attacks is when
the ball is within the shade of the goal
post, not in midfield. The liveliest ex-
ample of that theory was staged when
the Michigan Wolverines met the
Quakers last year. The westerners
were touted, and justly, long before
they went east as a team that had de-

veloped line plunging to a high degree
of excellence. It certainly seemed so

(in the first half, for they scored three
touchdowns right off the reel. Penn-
sylvania was fairly swept down the
field until the Red and Blue tactics
were changed. There was nothing
much to lose and possibly lots to gain
through trying to run all around the
westerners and at the end of the game
the Wolverines had been beaten by a
27 to 21 score. Their plunging attack
bad wasted their strength so that when
called on to extend themselves after
the fleet Quakers there was no answer.
That proved that even then a well
grounded suspicion, that mass plays
should be reserved solely to gain the
last fe w yards needed for a touchdown.

No Restriction on Kicker.
Of the changes which the rules have

undergone this year the first and most
important is that which does away
with the five yard restriction placed
upon the kicker. Any distance that suits
the man with the boot is allowable now
so that fans may look for quick kick-
ing from directly behind the forwards
as a feature of this season's game.

Other Changes in Rules.
For the other differences between

the rides of this season and last, a
specific penalty has been placed on
advancing beyond the lines in case of
a punt out, the penalty now being that
the punter's angle be moved five yards
away from the nearest goal post along
the goal line. If the punter out makes
a deliberate attempt by a feint to draw
the opponent offside, the referee is not
to permit him to kick the ball until
the opponents have had time to return
behind their restraining line. In the
rules regarding the conduct of playing
after a forward pass or after a kick,
insertion of words "after the pass has
r- - n :i,r.fcv' tv v m.ik.'S it clear that
players may interfere with one another
until the pass is actually made.

High School Football De-

velops to Stage Where
Squad Calls Alumni Some
Names and Alumni Re-

ciprocates Heartily

The spirit of rivalry between the two
warring factions of the high school, the
alumni and the Coyotes is growing
daily, and is fast reaching that point
where there is liable to be a clash of
some kind, with disastrous results.
There are crowds on the streets and in
all gathering places that consider the
probable results of the game daily, and
there are conferences and dopefests
where the best of the dopesters spend
their time in trying to figure out just
which team has the best of the argu-
ment.

The high team, the Coyotes, has been
on the field every night since the op-

ening of the school, and even before the
formal time of the opening there were
several practices of the squad held in
vacant lots. They have been drilled
under the careful care of Coach Geary
in all the elementary points of the
game, such as tackling tactics, falling
on the ball, breaking interference and
blocking in the line till they are at that
point where team work and plays can
be imparted to them. They will be
taught to run with the ball, to tackle
in the line, to break up a defense, and
all the other fine points of the game,
and will be drilled into what may be
termed a semi-universi- ty football team,
to quote the words of the coach, in the
next week or so. Then the final work
of rounding out the plays that will be
used against the alumni will be started.

But while the Coyotes have been do-
ing all this, the alumni have not been
'just watching'. They have been on
the Polk street grounds two evenings
out of the week, and one afternoon, and
their coach, William Horrell, has been
grinding into them the principles of
the new game and sifting out of their
systems the instincts of the old one.
Horrell says that he will have the team
of the state in the alumni, if he can
make them play the game as it should
be played under the present rules, and
he is confident that he has the required
stuff, the speed and the weight to make
up a winning team.

The first of the games between the
alumni and the Coyotes, and there will
be at least two and perhaps three, will
be played on October 11, at either the
Grant street or the East Lake Park
grounds. There is. therefore, but little
time for the teams to perfect their
mechanism and get into the condition
necessary to stand the ordeal of a hard
fast game.

In this respect the Coyotes have the
best of the has-bee- ns for they will have
several picked games before the date
of the big match. On the coming
Thursday and Friday the teams of th'
classes of the high will meet for the
championship of the schools, and in
these games all the first team and
squad men will participate. Asa further
conditioning game there will be play-
ed on the first Saturday of the com-
ing month a game between the two best
teams that Coach Geary can pick, with
officials on the field, and with regular
time for the quarters. In these games,
the Coyotes will have a chance to try
out at first hand the rules for the year,
and to place themselves in that physi-
cal condition where they will be able to
stand as much or more that the has-been- s,

whose only advantage according
to Geary is their age.

This game between the alumni and
the Coyotes is also the occasion for
the first of the alumni-hig- h social
functions of the year and is expected
to usher in a series of like events which
will last through out the season. On
the evening of the game, a banquet
will be held at which time all members
of the alumni organization will enter-
tain the Coyotes team either as a cele-
bration of victory or a dirge over the
remains of the visitors.

VIENNA'S GAIETIES NOT FOR
THE STRANGER.

With the Viennese gaiety comes
under the same physiological cate-
gory as chilblains, hunger and fa-
tigue. It is accepted as one of the
natural and necessary adjuncts of life
like eating and sleeping and love-makin- g.

It is an item in their phar-
macopoeia. They do not make a
business of pleasure any more than
the Englishman makes a business of
walking, or the American of drink-
ing Peruna, or the German of beer-bibbin- g.

For this reason pleasure in
Vienna is not elaborate and external.
It is a private, intimate thing in
which every citizen participates ac-
cording to his standing and his
pocketbook. The Austrians do not
commercialize their pleasure in the
hope of wheedling dollars from
American pockets.

Vienna is perhaps the one city in
the world which maintains a con-
sistent attitude of genuine indiffer-
ence toward the outsider, which de-
liberately makes it difficult for for-
eign Florizels to find diversion. The
liveliest places in Vienna present the
gloomiest exteriors. The official
guides maintain a cloistered silence
regarding those addresses at which
Viennese society disports itself when
the ledgers are closed and the courts
have adjourned. The Viennese hold
out no encouragement for globe-
trotting Don Juans.

In this respect Vienna is differ-
ent from any other large city in Eu-
rope. The joys of Parisian night life
are as artificial as cosmetics. They
are organized and executed by tech-
nicians subtly schooled in the psy-
chology of the Puritan mind. To the
American all forms of pleasure are
excesses, to be indulged in only at
rare intervals; and Paris supplies
him with the opportunities. Berlin,
and even Munich, makes a business
of gaiety. St. Petersburg, patterning
after Paris, excites the visitor with
visions of gaudy glory; and London,
outwardly chaste, maintains a series
of supper clubs which in the dis-
honesty of their subterranean pleas-
ures surpass in downright immoral-
ity any city in Europe. Budapest is
a miniature Babylon burning incense
by night which assails the visitor's
nostrils and sends him into delirious
ecstasies. San Francisco and New
York are both equipped with oppor-
tunities for all-nig- ht indulgences. In
not one of these cities does the sight
seeker or the joy hunter find diffi- -
